Battles All Forms Of Baa

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Ex­ 
perts who had waited skepti­ 
cally at Roosevelt Field yes­ 
terday for a crimson and sil­ 
ver monoplane to crawl up 
the western horizon today 
hailed the record trans-con­ 
tinental flight of Capt. F rank 
Hawks and Oscar Grubbs as 
one of the most daring feats 
in aviation’s annals.

Real estate and im­ 
provements would still be taxed 
under the “uniform rule.” 
The legislature would be author­

If the resolution Is adopted by 
the house and senate, the am end­ 
ment will be subm itted to the vot­ 
ers for adoption or rejection at the 
November, 1929, elec'ion.

Capone and his associates, Asbury says, are playing for the 
greatest stake that the underworld has ever set its heart upon— 
a monopoly, which, if it succeeds might eventually permit 
them to abandon the racketeering or blackmail business, which 
produces $50,000,000 a year in Chicago alone. 
Capone and his brother, popularly known as Botltes Ca­ 
pone, have completed recently a tour of the principal cities of 
the country, Asbury says, during which they surveyed the 
underground liquor markets, lined up gangsters and gang chief­ 
tains, and laid the ground for their ambitious project. They 
hope to invade N ew York, and take that richest bootleg market 
of the country away from the gangsters who now control it.

Such an attempt, Asbury w arns, will cause the principal can e pie' Ll_H l__ 
cities of the country to be torn by gang warfare on a hitherto 
undreamed-of scale. Ile expects much of the fighting to center 
around N ew York, where the local gangs are prepared for a 
war of extermination rather than share the market. 
The open­ 
ing skirmishes of the campaign already have been fought, he 
says, and iii the past six months, more than a score of murders 
have occurred which can be traced directly to the bitter under­ 


world rivalry. 
It w as common talk that the bombing and machine gun­ 
ning was due to begin soon after the N ew Year, and one web- 
known gunman recently predicted that the first three months 
of 1929 would be as violent as any similar period in the history

Jones, leader of the University of 
.Southern 
California’s 
champion­ 
ship football varsity, has just been 
given a new five-year contract at 
an increase in salary, despite the 
fact that Jones had not asked for 
a new agreement, and that his old 
contract still had two seasons yet 
to run. 
Jones’ past season with tile Tro­ 
jans was his fourth with the big 
I ais 
A n g e l e s 
university, 
an i 
marked the completion of a lour- 
year record that can beat anything 
on the Pacific coast and possibly 
anywhere in the country. During 
that four-year reign, Jones-coached 
teams won thirty-six games, lost 
five and tied two, finishing in a tie 
with Stanford for the Pacific Coast 
conference championship in 
1927 
and landing at the top in 192s. Dur­ 
ing the four years his teams scored 
1,327 points to take high honors 
over all of the nation’s teams. In 
the 
forty-three 
games 
that 
his 
teams 
have 
played, 
they 
have 
averaged 30.9 points per game, an 
indication of the strong offensive 
machines that he has developed at 
Southern California. 
In commenting on the signing of 
Jones for the ensuing five years 
President IL B. von Kleins mid, of 
the University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, said, “The spirit of intercol­ 
legiate athletics Is to give to parti­ 
cipants and followers a high, un 
selfish type of sportsmanship, and 
Coach Jones’ training has always 
sought to maintain this ideal. His 
success as a coach is due to the 
fact that first of all he seeks to de­ 
velop real men, and it is in recog 
nition of this fact that the board of 
trustees has given its unanimous 
approval to a new contract for a 
five-year period. 
“Primarily devoted to building 
character and

highest type of young manhood, his 
work at Southern California has 
had a 
splendid moral 
influence 
which has permeated not only the 
Trojan football field but also the 
entire university campus and the 
community as well.”
